3. DEPENDENT CLAIMS 2-4 AND 7-10 

Claims 2-4 and 7-10 contain no features which, 
combined with the features of any claim to which 
they refer, meet the PCT requirements for novelty 
and inventive step. The additional features of 
claims 2-4, 7 and 8 are known from document Dl. 
The additional features of claims 9 and 10 relate 
to a simple design measure. To a person skilled in 
the art it would be straightforward to use these 
features to corresponding effect and in this way 
to arrive at a non-return valve according to one 
of claims 9-10, without thereby being inventive. 

4 . DEPENDENT CLAIMS 5 AND 6 

The combination of features contained in dependent 
claims 5 and 6 is not known from or suggested by 
the available prior art.
